INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Retrenchment  in  Meat-Inspection  Expenditures  Necessary. 

On  account  of  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  establishments  under  government 
inspection  since  the  enactment  of  the  present  meat-inspection  law,  the  Bureau  finds 
that  unless  current  expenditures  are  considerably  curtailed  the  available  appropria- 
tions will  not  be  sufficient  for  this  year's  work.  Each  inspector  in  charge  of  meat 
inspection  will  therefore  carefully  consider  the  matter  of  assignments  at  his  station 
and,  if  possible,  arrange  for  a  reduction  in  his  present  force  and  inform  the  Washington 
office  of  the  names  of  employees  available  for  transfer. 

Reports  Regarding  Tuberculosis. 

[File  No.  107.] 

Reports  concerning  tuberculous  animals  (I.  D.  Form  11-C),  as  called  for  in  Service 
Announcements  for  September,  1909,  page  73,  have  not  been  received  from  a  large 
number  of  stations.  These  reports  should  be  forwarded  from  every  station  as  promptly 
as  possible.  Veterinary  inspectors  should  obtain  the  desired  information  concerning 
any  cattle  or  swine  found  tuberculous  upon  either  ante-mortem  or  post-mortem 
inspection. 

Bureau  Employees  Must  Not  Smoke  Where  Meat  is  Prepared. 

Complaint  has  been  made  that  some  inspectors  are  in  the  habit  of  smoking  in  com- 
partments where  meat  or  food  products  are  prepared  or  handled.  This  practice  is 
exceedingly  objectionable  and  will  not  be  permitted.  All  Bureau  employees  are 
directed  to  refrain  from  smoking  in  any  portion  of  an  establishment  where  federal 
meat  inspection  is  maintained,  except  where  general  smoking  is  permitted  by  the 
management. 
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LIP-AND-LEG  ULCERATION    (NECROBACILLOSIS)    OF  SHEEP. 

[File  No.  2.] 

Bureau  employees  at  stock-yard  centers  should  exercise  care  in  classifying  sheep 
shipments  as  "exposed  to  lip-and-leg  ulceration."  In  the  absence  of  certification, 
placarding  of  cars,  or  marking  of  billing  showing  sheep  to  be  so  exposed,  an  employee 
should  have  absolute  knowledge  that  the  sheep  are  of  a  band  or  shipment  containing 
diseased  animals,  or  should  have  other  indisputable  evidence  of  exposure,  before  he 
is  justified  in  classifying  the  shipment  as  exposed  to  this  disease. 

With  reference  to  disinfecting  stock  yards  or  pens,  employees  are  advised  that  if 
such  premises  are  not  muddy  but  generally  in  a  sanitary  condition  their  cleaning  and 
disinfection  should  not  be  required  on  account  of  sheep  showing  slight  lesions  of  this 
disease  having  been  held  therein  for  a  short  time . 

I.  D.  Form  24-B  and  24-C  reports  (with  heading  changed  to  "Lip-and-Leg  Ulcera- 
tion") should  be  made  of  all  sheep  found  to  be  affected  with  or  known  to  be  exposed 
to  the  disease.  No  I.  D.  Form  24-B  reports  will  be  required  for  the  inspection  of 
sheep  for  lip-and-leg  ulceration  at  stock-yard  centers  when  the  animals  are  found  to 
be  free  from  this  disease. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

[File  No.  149.] 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Cre-o-lone  Dip  No.  1"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Cre-o-lone 
Stock  Tonic  Company,  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more 
than  69  gallons  of  water. 

This  dip  should  not  be  confused  with  Creolone,  the  use  of  which  was  authorized 
in  Service  Announcements  for  September,  1907,  page  7.  Only  packages  labeled 
"Cre-o-lone  Dip  No.  1"  may  be  diluted  in  the  proportion  of  1  gallon  to  69  gallons  of 
water.  Packages  labeled  "Creolone"  should  be  used  only  in  the  proportion  of  1  gal- 
lon to  61  gallons  of  water. 

"Dr.  Hess  Dip  and  Disinfectant,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Dr.  Hess 
&  Clark,  Ashland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  70  gallons 
of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use'  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  per- 
mit the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guar- 
anty required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments.

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PROPERTY  ACCOUNTABILITY. 

Receipt  for  nonexpendable  property. — When  nonexpendable  property  is  purchased 
under  a  letter  of  authorization  the  person  purchasing  it  will  list  the  articles  in  duplicate 
on  Form  P-2  (or  Form  P-2a,  typewritten).  He  will  sign  only  one  copy  (at  the  lower 
right-hand  corner)  as  a  receipt,  and  will  attach  both  copies  to  the  voucher  upon  which 
settlement  of  the  account  is  to  be  made.  This  is  required  whether  the  settlement  is 
on  Form  4  or  Form  A  voucher.  After  the  account  has  been  audited  the  receipt  will  be 
filed  by  the  Property  Clerk,  who  will  sign  the  other  form  as  an  invoice  and  return  it 
to  the  person  making  the  purchase. 

After  December  1,  1909,  no  reimbursement  accounts  will  be  paid  unless  accompanied 
by  the  invoice  and  receipt  attached  to  the  voucher. 

Food,  forage,  illuminants,  stationery,  lubricants,  tin  (only)  cooking  utensils,  forks, 
spoons,  files  and  rasps,  material  used  in  construction  or  repair,  and  chemicals  and 
glassware  (except  thermometers)  used  in  laboratory  work  are  considered  expendable 
and  need  not  be  recorded  as  above  provided. 

Transfer  of  property. — Every  transfer  of  furniture,  field  equipment,  or  laboratory 
material  between  divisions  or  stations  of  the  Bureau,  or  on  transfer  of  an  inspector 
from  one  station  to  another,  or  between  individual  employees,  must  be  recorded  by 
invoice  and  receipt  on  Form  P-2  (or  P-2a).  When  property  is  transferred  the  person 
making  the  transfer  will  fill  out  this  form  in  triplicate.  Each  article  will  be  described 
in  detail  as  to  size  and  kind.  No  more  than  one  item  will  be  entered  on  a  line,  and  if 
more  space  is  required  additional  sheets  will  be  used.  The  consignor  will  sign  two  of 
the  copies  at  the  lower  left-hand  corner,  when  they  will  become  invoices.  He  will 
at  once  mail  one  of  these  to  the  Property  Clerk,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  and  transmit  the  other,  together  with  the  unsigned  copy,  to  the  consignee. 

When  property  is  received,  the  person  to  whom  the  transfer  is  made  will  file  the 
invoice  for  reference  and  sign  the  Form  P-2  at  the  lower  right-hand  corner  of  the 
unsigned  form  and  forward  it  at  once  to  the  Property  Clerk.  The  invoice  filed  by 
the  person  receiving  the  property  will  be  retained  as  a  memorandum  of  property 
accountability. 

Temporary  transfer  of  property  may  be  made  to  a  subordinate  on  Form  P-8.  On 
the  return  of  the  articles  the  form  should  be  returned  to  the  signer  for  destruction. 
This  form  should  not  be  forwarded  to  Washington. 

Property  lost  or  damaged. — Property  damaged  beyond  repair  or  lost  must  be  reported 
immediately  on  Form  P-3.  The  form  will  be  executed  by  the  person  responsible 
for  the  loss  or  damage  and  must  be  indorsed  by  the  person  accountable  for  the  property 
and  transmitted  by  him  to  the  Property  Clerk.  The  occurrence  must  be  explained 
in  sufficient  detail  to  show  whether  or  not  the  loss  or  damage  was  due  to  fault  or  negli- 
gence and  whether  proper  effort  toward  recovery  has  been  made.  The  action  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  will  be  based  upon  such  explanation,  and  the  responsible  person 
will  be  notified  of  the  action  taken. 

Final  settlement  will  not  be  made  with  persons  severing  their  connection  with 
the  Bureau  who  have  been  responsible  in  any  way  for  government  property  until 
evidence  has  been  furnished  that  all  such  property  has  been  satisfactorily  accounted 
for. 


TIN  BOXES  FOR  KEEPING  ARTICLES  OF  VALUE. 

The  boxes  referred  to  in  Service  Announcements  for  July,  1909,  page  59,  and  for 
which  a  number  of  requests  have  since  been  received,  have  been  found  on  receipt  at 
Washington  to  be  in  too  dilapidated  a  condition  for  use.  It  is  regretted  that  requests 
for  thorn  can  not  be  complied  with  at  this  time. 
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ORDERS  FOR  BRANDING  INK. 

Orders  for  branding  ink  should  be  placed  sufficiently  ahead  of  the  needs  of  a  station 
to  allow  ten  days  for  filling  the  request  at  Washington.  D.  C.  and  for  transportation 
by  freight  to  destination.  When  practicable  not  less  than  half  a  barrel  should  be 
ordered  at  one  time,  as  it  is  desired  as  far  as  possible  to  discontinue  shipments  by 
express.
